Lastly, contemplate one of the most important of our partici- 
pants, the prosecuting officers, the true enforcers of the law—district 
attorneys.

In New York, District 
Attorneys preside over counties, not districts, so let’s call them by 
their rightful name—-politicians.

I was warned 
that if the linksman doesn’t give it his best shot, he may be (en) 
trapped or ultimately have to hire a lawyer to get him out of the 
rough. And speaking of golf, another warned to be on the lookout 
for fly-by-night incorporators who only want par stock. 


Piece by piece, the system must be reformed. Our well-being 
and even our safety are at stake. How can we rely on a system 
that puts a drunk driver behind bars or a litigious society that 
expects us to cut down on our lawsuits yet still be able to afford 
to wear them.
